' My Lords and Gentlemen, 
RIS E any thing could add to the E- 
J-2 ſtcem and Aﬀection I have for 
© Parhaments, and: particularly for 
this, they would be much en- 
S423 creaſed by the Kindneſs you ſhew 
to me, and the Zcal you cxptcis for the Publick 
Good, in- the. Addrefs you: haye made, which in 
the Manger; ag well as the Martcr, hath eye- 

ry 
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ry thing in it that ought to recommend 1t to 
Me. | 


I will aſſure you chat I will never abuſe the 
Confidence you hall put in me, being fully per- 
ſuaded, that there 1s no ſure Foundation of a 
good Agreement between a King and his Peo- 
ple, but a mutual Truſt; when that is once bro- 
ken, a Government 1s halt diflolyed; it ſhall 
therefore be my chict - Care -never to give any 
Parliament cauſe to. diſtruſt ,me : And the beſt 
Method I can uſe for that purpoſe; 1s never to 
expect any thing from them bur that which ſhall 
be their own Intereft to grant. 


I came hither for the Good of the Kingdom, 
and fince 1t 15 at your deſire that I am im this 
Station, I ſhall* till purſuc the ſame ends thar 
brought me. SO 


God: hath been | pleaſed to make me inſtru- 
mental to redeem you from the Ills you feared, 
and 1t 1s fill my Deſire, as well as my Duty, 
to endeavour to preſerye your Religion , Laws, 
and Liberties, which were+the- onely Induce- 
ments that brought me into England, and to 
thoſe I 'aſcribe the Bleſſings that have attended 
this Undertaking. a 


When I ſpoke laſt to you , | told you of the 
neceſſity of Afſiſting our Allies; and more eſpe- 
cially the States of Holland whole readineſs to 
rclicye you, at their ſo great Hazard and Ex- 

pence, 
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pence, from the Extremitics you lay under, needs 
no other Arguments to moye you to the conſi- 
deration of it. 


As I was then a Witneſs of their Zeal and Af- 
fe&tion-to promote the Expedition, and to ſecond 
my Endeayours even with a Neglect of their 
own Safety, ſo I am now ſenſible of the inevi- 
table ruine they have drawn upon Themſelves, 
by giving you'this aſliſtence, F590 you ſhould not 
return-it to them. 


They really exhauſted themſelves to ſuch a 
Degree, both as to Men and Money, that it is 
not caſily to be. imagined, and I am confident 
your Generoſity will have. as little -bounds to- 
wards them, as theirs. had gowards you ; and 
that you will nor only enable M e to make good 
the Treaty with -them, ws repay what they 
have actually laid out upon this occaſion, of 
which our Account ſhall be given to you, but 
that you will farther ſupport. them, to the ut- 
moſt of your Ability, againſt the Power of their 
Enemies, who muſt be yours too, by their Inte- 
reſt, and by their Religion ;, and do certainly de- 
ſign the -Ruine of-Ho/land to be a ſep to your 
deſtruction.

"Theſe rhungs wilt amour 'ts/a great Summ, 
and muſt of conſcquence be a preſerre weight 
upon the Pcople ; but conſidering that net- 
ther your Religion, nor your Safety, can pro- 
bably be ſecured without theſe means, I conclude 
xou will think nothing ean be too great a price 
for ther preſervation. And I will engage my 
Solemn» Word ts You , That whatcyer you 
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hall give in order to theſe publick ends, ſhall 
be ſtrictly applyed to them ; and that as you 
ſo freely offer to hazard all char is dear to you, 
ſo I ſhall as freely expoſe my Life for the ſup- 
port of the Protcſtant Religion, and the Safety 
and Honour of the Nation.
